in St Paul and Chieago Lave offered to put the
Ince on the market In a way which will present
it ton larger public than 1t appenls 1o &t pres-
ent. But the Indusiry is not regarded as suffl. |
clently advanced to"make this step judicious, |
Bo for a while yet the lace will continue to be
sold by order,

Miss Sibyl Carter, an FEplscopal missionary,
first stirted to teach the Indians lace making
when she was statloned In Minnesota four vears
ago. When she was asked by n SUN reporter
how it hanpened that an Industry feemingly
so unsiited to the Hfe of the Indian women lisd |
suggested Haelf to her, she gave thm account
of the way In whicli she began the work:

| began to reallze,” shie =aid, “that while |
everything was dono by the misslonnries for
the children, the women were practically left
to themsclves, When | looked about for some-
thing to teach then, 1 thought first of lace
maklnhe becanse that wasthe only thing I could
do myself, Asayonng girl T had taken lessons
In that work myself, without any idea thatl
shinuld ever make any practical uvae of it. For
thr first three months 1 had & most discourag-
Ing tirwe of it 1 commenced among the Sloux
Initinns in Minnesota, and the greatest difficuliy
wns to per=uade them to keep the lace clean,
But that Jditenlty wis soon overcome, Now,
the lace which the Indians make s cleaner than
that made by the peasants In Italy and sputhern
France, 'That has always to be cleancd before
it is sold, but the lace which was exhibited at
Miss Townsend's the other day was so clean
that a number of the ladies who saw it asked
me If It had not been neoressary to have it
¢leaned. Hut they saw it jus. as it came from
the women's hands,

“The United States Government asked me to
allow them to exhibit the Indian laces with the
inlimn exhibits at the World's Fair and in
Allatin, and thelr interest in the success of our
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work Las been great, The Indian women them.
sulves take to the industry enthusinstioally,
After the start they learn rapldly, 2o rapldiy in
furt thut after tiree months they are expert. [
